Washington, Aug. IO.—An agree­ 
ment for funding the Belgian war debt 
to the United States, with remission 
of all interest on loans preceding the 
armistice and part of the interest on 
the balance, was reached Tuesday be­ 
tween tho American and Belgian debt 
commissions. 
The program, approved by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge at Swampscott, Monday, 
was described 
as 
recognizing 
“a 
weighty moral obligation” 
growing 
out of assurances given I y President 
Wilson during tho Versailles peace 
conference, and also the right of Bel­ 
gium to particular and special trea t­ 
ment by the United States. 
Interest Partly Wiped Out 
Subject to ratification by 
Congress 
and the Belgian 
government, 
the 
agreement provides that $171,780,000 
loaned to Belgium during the actual 
fighting with Germany shall be paid 
free of all accrued or future interest. 
The Belgians had insisted that the 
loans represented in this amount had 
been considered a debt by Germany to 
the United States because such a pro­ 
posal “was accepted by President Wil­ 
son at the peace conference.” 
Such transfer of responsibility from 
Belgium to Germany was refused by 
the American commission, but it de­ 
clared that, "while no legal obligation 
rests upon the United States in the 
matter, there does continue a weighty 
moral obligation as a result of assur­ 
ances given which entirely differen­ 
tiates this sum from all other debts due 
tile United States from foreign coun­ 
tries.”

1924 revealed that 1226 colonies or 
over 8 per cent were diseased and 
that over 13 per cent were illegally 
housed. 
Beekeeping practices, according to 
Mr. Green, have been improved in 
many counties as a result of the 
state’s apiary inspections which in­ 
volve the examination of bee colonies 
to determine the presence of foul- 
brood disease and the supervision of 
transfer of bees from the old-time bee 
hives to the movable brood frames re­ 
quired by the Pennsylvania Bee Law.
